Another Terrible 


A terrible cyclone passed over La 


Salle county, His., Friday afternoon re- 
ndting in a fearful loss of life and prop- 
erty. The Fields school boose between 
Earlville and ftiwlew was-blown to 
pieces, and the teacher and six chil- 
dren, the only persons is the building, 
were killed. Several of the bodies were 
hurled into a little creek that flowed 
near, which had been swollen into a 
torrent. The bodies of Miss McBride 
and one of her little girls were taken 
from the stream by a man who had en- 
deavored to reach the "school house in 
time to render assistance. 
:*| Between the two places named, fifty 
farm houses and other buildings were 
wrecked and eight other persons killed. 
At the village of Paw Paw Grove the 
loss of life was very great and it is re- 
ported that seventeen persons were kill- 
ed and many injured. Twenty houses 
were torn to pieces and thex eastern 
portion or the town entirely wiped out.- 


Mrs. Gertrude Russell, member of 


one of the best families in Lawrence 
county, Ohio, is on trial at Parkers- 
burg, W. Va., on charge of passing 
counterfeit money. She was arrested 
at Huntington, W. Ya. Mrs Russel 
presented to a. bank in that city six 
pieces of money which she offered as 
twenty-dollar gold pieces in exchange 
for bills. The money proffered proved 
to be one-dollar silver pie'ces," bronzed 
in a splendid manner. The commis- 
sioner held Mrs. Russell in bond of 
§10,000 to answer indictment next 
grand jury. When the commissioner 
gave his decision the prisoner fainted, 
and was with difficulty brought back to 
consciousness. Her people are among 
leading citizens of Lawrence county, 
Ohio. 


At No. 1226 FteetwootL street, Phil- 


adelphia, a curiosity has been discov- 
ered in Mrs. Catharine'Sharp, who, ac- 
cording to census figures, is the oldest 
woman in the country. She is 112 
years old, and is the head of a family 
of five generations, who all live in the 
same house, and with one exception 
are women.

A Philadelphia constable who served 


a writ in the ordinary way removing 
the goods to the pavement was arrest- 
ed for maintaining a nuisance,and was 
convicted. If he did not remove the 
goods he would be guilty of a misde- 
meanor; if he took them to a storage 
warehouse he would be guilty of lar- 
ceny, and if he put them on the pave- 
ment he would be guilty of maintain- 
ing a nuisance. That was the opinion 
of the lawyers; so the judge suspended 
sentence. 


Baltimore's first month under the 


High License law has, according to a 
telegram from that city, "been more 
than satisfactory. 
Over one thousand 


saloons has been forced out of business, 
arrests have decreased, and the annual 
revenue has increased from less than 
$150,000 under low license, to more 
than $470,000 under high licnse, of 
which the city gets $350,000. The li- 
cense fee is $250. Already there is a 
strong sentiment for doubling it, and 
an effort to that end will be made at 
the meeting of the next session of the 
Legislature." 


The assessment returns from the sev- 


eral counties of Pennsylvania show a 
marked increase in the value of the real 
estate compared with the assessment of 
1888. There is a gain of 90,571 in 
the number of taxable inhabitants, of 
which Philadelphia is credited with 
79,640. The reports from counties of 
Allegheny, Blair, Centre, Cumberland, 
Franklin, Lackawanna, Luzerne, Mif- 
flin, *Warren and Wyoming show a 
slight decrease in the number of taxa- 
bles. The remaining counties show an 
increase, although in some the gam is 
less than one hundred. In the value 
of all real estate taxable for purppses 
there is an increase of $162,508,587 
over the previous year. There is an 
increase of 25,404 in the number of 
horses returned, and an increase of $i,- 
733,496 in then: value, and in the 
number of cattle the increase is 41,367, 
with an increase of $92,071 in then- 
value. All the counties return money 
at interest, with additional amount of 
$17,379,281 over the previous year. 
In twenty-eight counties there is an in- 
crease in the amount returned while in 
thirty-nine there is a decrease. In 
iSSS the aggregate value of all proper- 
ty taxable for State purposes was re- 
turned at $43r,iii,88i, while for the 
present year itis$448,537.i3o,making 
an increase of $17,425,249, and the 
increase in the amount of State tax as- 
sessed is $52,250.67 over the previous 
year. Ffty-ofle counties of the State 
show an aggregate debt of $64,477,- 
980.63. As compared with last year 
there is a decrease of $1,647,312.03. 
In ten counties the debt has been in- 
creased, while in thirty-one it has been 
decreased. 


Joseph Duvuette has been in the 


Michigan Prison for twenty-two conse- 
cutive years. He was convicted of mur- 
der in Sanflac county in 1858 and con- 
demned to solitary confinement for life. 
For a number of years (howmany he 
himself cannot tell) he was isolated from 
anything in the shape of a human be- 
ing. He never saw a human face or 
heard a human voice for long weary 
months at a time. His food was brought 
to him on a tin plate and handed thro' 
a wicket,but he never caught a glimpse 
of the convict who waited on him. For 
thirty-two years the only sight of sky 
he ever got was from within the four 
great walls. He has never stepped out- 
side the gates. No friend or relative 
has spoken to him in all that time. 


[ | Immediately after the great mine 
disaster at Ashley, by which twenty- " 
eight men lost their lives,, a committee 
of prominent citizens of the town issued 
a circular appeal for help for the wid- 
ows and orphans. One of the circulars 
fell into the hands of Mr. Morgan, a 
Kansas farmer. Mr. Morgan wrote to 
Rev. Hugh Hughes, of Wilkesbarre, 
stating that he had a pretty farm, al- 
most free from debt, and was a bach- 
elor with good habits, but did not feel 
able to help the sufferers financially. 
He, however, felt that it was his duty 
to God to help the distressed, and ne 
offered to marry one of the widows, 
providing she had not more than three 
children. He left the matter ot select- 
ing his future wife to the relief com- 
mittee. The relief committee has laid 
the matter before the widows. Instead 
of one there are eight or nine who want 
to marry the farmer. The committee 
is unable to decide and will forward 
the pictures of the women to Kansas 
and let Morgan decide for himself. 


A new and fanatical religious sect 


has commenced on a reservation in 
South Dakota. They hold their prop- 
erty in common and are under the 
leadership of a woman who presides in 
a despotic manner over the colony of 
about two hundred people. Their re- 
ligion is something like that of the 
mormons and they offer lambs, calves, 
etc., as burnt offerings. They hold no 
communication with other people and 
will not allow strangers to visit their 
settlement which they call Moab. 


Two clouds meeting, broke over Os- 


ceola, Tioga county, last Tuesday ev- 
ening, causing the waters of Holden 
Brook to rise to an unprecedented 
height. Mrs. Tripp and Miss Mary 
Thompson were drowned. Nearly 20 
buildings were moved from their foun- 
dations and a frightful jam was formed 
at the trestle of the Fall Brook railroad. 
The trestle of the Addison & Pennsyl- 
vania road is gone. One horse Was 
drowned and Tannertown is in ruins. 
Only one bridge remains on Holden 
Brook. 


The Masonic Temple Association in 


Chicago Tuesday procured a permit 
from the Building Department to erect 
an eighteen-story building at the north- 
east corner of State and Randolph 
Streets, to cost $2,000,000. The build- 
ing will be 240 feet high from the 
ground level, will have a frontage of 
170 feet and will be 113 feet deep, of 
red stone and brick with terra cotta 
trimmings.

Another Terrible CycloKe. 


A teixible cyclone passed over La 
Salle county, Ills., Friday ailernoon re- 
Mlting in a fearful loss of life and prop- 
erty. 
The Fields school house between 
Earlville and Fawlew was blown to 
pieces, and the teacher and six chil* 
dren, the only persons la the building, 
were killed. 
Several of the bodies were 
hurled into a little creek that flowed 
near, which had been swollen into a 
torrent. 
The bodies of Miss McBride 
and one of her little girls were taken 
from the stream by a man who had en* 
deavored to reach the school house in 
time to render assistance. 


Between the two placcs named, fifty 
farm houses and other buildings were 
wrecked and eight other persons killed. 
At the village of Paw Paw Grove the 
I06S of life was very great and it is re- 
ported that seventeen persons were kill- 
ed and many injured. 
Twenty houses 
were torn to pieces and the eastern 
portion or the town entirely wiped out. 


Mrs. Gertrude Russell, member of 
one of the best families in Lawrence 
county, Ohio, is on trial at Parkers- 
burg, W. Va., on chargc of passing 
counterfeit money. 
She was arrested 
at 
Huntington, W. Va. 
Mrs Russel 
presented to a bank in that city six 
pieces of money which she offered as 
twenty-dollar gold pieces in exchange 
lor bills. 
The money proffered proved 
to be one-dollai silver pieces, bronzed 
in a splendid manner. 
The commis- 
sioner held Mrs. Russell in bond of 
ji 10,000 to answer indictment next 
grand jury. 
When the commissioner 
gave his decision the prisoner fainted,* 
and was with difficulty brought back to 
consciousness. 
Her i)eople are among 
leading citizens of Lawrence county, 
Ohio. 


At No. 1226 Fleetwood street, Phil- 
adelphia, a curiosity has been discov- 
ered in Mrs. Catharine Sharp, who, ac- 
cording to census figures, fs the oldest 
woman in the country. 
She is 112 
years old, and is the head of a family 
of five genorations, who all live in rtie 
same house, and with one exception 
are women.

The assessment returns from the sev- 
eral counties of Pennsylvania show a 
marked increase in the value of the real 
estate compared with the assessment of 
1888. 
There is a gain of 90,571 in 
the number of taxable inhabitants, of 
which Philadelphia is credited with 
791640. 
The reports from counties of 
Allegheny, Blair, Centre, Cumberland, 
Franklin, Lackawanna, Luzerne, Mif- 
flin, 'Warren and Wyoming show a 
slight decrease in the number of taxa- 
bles. 
The remaining counties show an 
increase, although in some the gam is 
less than one hundred. 
In the value 
of all real estate taxable for purpQses 
there is an increase ot $162,508,587 
over the previous year. 
There is an 
increase of 25,404 in the number of 
horses returned, and an increase of 
733»496 in their value, and in the 
numter of cattle the increase is 41,367, 
with an increase of $92,071 in their 
value. 
All the counties return money 
at interest, with additional amount of 
$17,379,281 over the previous year. 
In twenty-eight counties there is an in- 
crease in the amount returned while in 
thirty-nine there is a decrease. 
In 
1888 the aggregate value of all proper- 
ty taxable for State purposes was re- 
turned at $431,111,881, while for the 
present year it is $448,5 37.130,making 
an increase of $17,425,249, and the 
increase in the amount of State tax as- 
sessed is $52,250.67 over the previous 
year. 
Ffty-one counties ot the State 
show an aggregate debt of $64,477,- 
980.63. 
As compared with last year 
there is a decrease of $1,647,312.03. 
In ten counties the debt has been in- 
creased, while in thirty-one it has been 
decreased.

What Tolumes of history one of Uncle 


Sam's greenbacks could relate if it only 
had the power of speech! 


Whether their life be'long or short, ia 


the interval that elaps'es from the moment 
that they are turned out fresh, crisp and 
bright from the Government presses, 
until they straggle back so dirty and 
mutilated that even their denominations 
are scarcely decipherable, they have 
passed through hundreds, perhaps thou- 
sands of hands, figured in innumerable 
transactions, been thumbed by million- 
aires and hod-carriers—in a -word, have 
played an active part in busy human life. 


There is much of interest, however, to 


be told about them before they are sent 
out on their career of usefulness. 


KACEKATOR ($570,000 OX THE TABtE). 


Take the -work in the engraving divi- 


sion of tho Government Bureau of En- 
irraving and Printing, for instance, as 
this is where the manufacture of paper 
money begins. jSb one engraver ever cuts 
the entire plate from which a bank note 
is printed- For instance; one man en- 
Taves the portrait, another does the let- 
tering of the inscription; a third the 
counters that indicate the denomination 
of the note; another a section of the or- 
namental border, for this is never en- 
graved in full; still another is engaged 
on the seal, and finally the work of all- 
must be carefully scrutinized and the fin- 
ishing touches addedbeforethe plate can 
be sent to the printer. 


The reason why so much care is neces- 


sary is to guard against counterfeiting,for 
the more perfect the plate is in every 
part, the more dim cult it is for one or any 
number of persons to imitate it. 


It sometimes takes the engraver six 


weeks to finish up a portrait, and after 
that he must put in the background, 
which consists of a. close network of the 


• inest spider web lines, made by a ruling 


machine -with a diamond point.

ing room is the hardening process.^ This 
is done in various ways by aa application 
of heat and chemicals. The plates are 
then cleaned, waxed and laid away till 
thev are needed by the printer. 


The paper used by the Treasury De- 


partment for its bills and notes is manu- 


1 factured by a private concern, and upon. 
1 its delivery is counted twice and packed 


away in sections of - from four to forty 
shee'ts after it has been damped. 


Several different kind of presses are 


used in the printing division. The old- 
fashioned hand-plate press and steam 
presses of the latest and most improved 
patterns are employed. Each press is 
provided with a register, which records 
automatically every impression that is 
made. 


Each impression calls for a sheet of 


paper; so that all the clerk who makes 
his examination at the end of the day 
has to do is to see whether the number of 
printed sheets returned correspond with 
the number of the register. This must 
also correspond with the record in the 
wetting-room. 


These precautions were necessary to 


prevent dishonesty, for otherwise it might 
f>e easy for a printer to smuggle in a 
blank sheet of paper and fill it with im-; 
pressions of $'100 notes, and no one wo\jld 
be the wiser. 


The nuniDerin0; division is the last 


room through which the printed sheets 
have to pass. Here the blue numbers 
and letters are stamped upon, the notes, 
in accordance with a system which, has 
been devised in order to make it easier 
for experts to detect spurious notes.

Numbering Notes—Precautions 
Against Counterfeiting EuiL 
in the Puli> Kettle. 


What volumes of history ono of Uncle 
Sam's greenbacks could relate if it only 
had the power of speech 1 


Whether their life Jju'lpng or short, ia 
the interval tliat clajisfes from the moment 
that they are turned out fresh, crisp and 
bright from tlio Government presses, 
until they straggle back so dirty and 
mutilated that even their denominations 
arc scarcely decipherable, 
they have 
passed through hundreds, perhaps thou- 
sands of hands, figured in innumerable 
transactions, been thumbed by million- 
nires and hod-carriers—in a word, have 
played an active part in busy human life. 


There is much of interest, however, to 
bo told about them before they are sent 
out on their career of usefulness. 


HAND PRINTING PRESS, 


This may be seen on the dollar certifi- 
cate bearing the head of Martha Wash- 
ington. 
On the same bill it will bo ob- 
served that the counter on the right hand 
Bide, the centre piece containing the 
words * ^ One silver dollar,'' and the 
counters and border around the centre 
piece on the back, are composed of pe- 
culiarly curved lines. 


These machines are very expensive, 
ind arc very complicated in their con- 
struction, 
They work slowly, but with 
great exactness, and it is Impossible for a 
counterfeiter to reproduce the lines ex- 
actly. 


All the rest of the j^lateis engraved by 


hand. 
After the plate for a special 
series of notes is completed it is taken to 
the transfer press, where any number of 
reproductions can be made, which is ren- 
dered necessary in order to print the 
notes in large quantities.

Take the work in the engraving divi- 
Bion of tho Government Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, for instance, as 
this is where the manufacture of paper 
money begins. No one engraver ever cuts 
the entire plate from which a bank note 
is printed. 
For instance; one man en- 
graves the portrait, another does the let- 
tering of the inscription; a third the 
counters that indicate the denomination 
of the note; another a section of tho or- 
oamental border, for this is never en- 
graved in full; still another is engaged 
on the seal, and finally the work of all' 
must be carefully scrutinized and the fin- 
ishing touches added before the plate can 
be sent to the printer. 


The reason why so much care is neces- 
sary is to guard against counterfeiting,for 
the more perfect tho plate is in every 
part,the morediíBcult it is for one or any 
number of persons to imitate it. 


It sometimes takes tho engraver six 
weeks to finish up a portrait, and after 
that he must put in the background, 
which consists of a close network of the 
3nest spider web lines, made by a ruling 
machine with a diamond point.

Bpparntely. 
They must then be laid | 
down, or *'assembled" upon a singlo 
steel plate or bed-piece. 
Upon this bed- 
piece the various parts of the note ap- 
pears in intnglio, from which the im- 
pression is transferred to steel rolls of 
proper widtli, which is usually sufficient 
to contain fo\u' notes. 
The plates arc 
lettered from A. to D., and this is an- 
other check upon counterfeiting as tho 
numbers must correspond to these letters. 


The last operation to which the plates 
are suojected before they go to the print- 
in^r room is the hardening process. This 
is done in various ways by an application 
of heat and chemicals. 
The plates are 
then cleaned, waxed and laid away till 
they are needed by the printer. 


The paper used by the Treasury De- 
partment for its bills and notes is manu* 
factured by a private concern, and upon 
its delivery is counted twice and packed 
away in sections of from four to forty 
sheets after it has been dam|M;d. 


Several diiTerent kind of presses are 
usod in the printing division. 
Tho old- 
fashioned hand-plate press and steam 
presses of the latest and most improved 
patterns are employed. 
Each press is 
provided with a rcijister, which records 
automatically every impression that is 
made. 


Each impression calls for a sheet of 
paper; so that all the clerk who makes 
his examination at the end of the day 
has to do is to see whether the number of 
printed sheets returned correspond with 
the number of the register. 
This must 
also correspond with the record in the 
wetting-room. 


These precautions were necessary to 
prevent dishonesty, for otherwise it might 
be easy for a printer to smuggle in a 
blank sheet of paper and fill it with im-^ 
pressions of $100 notes, and no one would 
be tho wiser. 


The numbering division is tho last 
room through which the printed sheets 
have to pass. 
Here the blue numbers 
and letters are stamped upon the notes, 
in accordance with a system which has 
been devised in order to make it easier 
for experts to detect spurious notes. 


When it is considered how large a 
variety of bank notes, Treasury notes, 
silver certificates, bonds, revenue and 
postage stamps are printed at the Govern- 
ment Bureau, it will at once be seen of 
how vast a magnitude th» -^/ork of this 
Department is. 


It keeps hundreds of persons con- 
itantly employed, from artists and skilled 
mechanics down to the ffirls who sort 
over and counts the sheets of paper. 
In 
1863 the Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing had only one 
male and four female assistants. 
Tho 
Department now employs more than one 
thousand 'persons. 


The fa<îe value of the securities printed 
by the Bureau from July, 1869, to July, 
1888, aggregated $13,108,606,634, and 
the amount previously produced would 
probably bring the total up to $20,000,- 
000,000. 


When bank notes have outlived their 
period of usefulness they are redeemed 
by the variq*« sub-treasuries of the Gov- 
ernment aul sent back in bulk to thf» 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. They 
are then dumped into big cylinders as 
large as locomotive boilers, which arc 
called macerators. 
Lime and soda aî^îi i* 
then added and the cylinders put in mo- 
tion. 
When the mass has been reduced 
to a pulp it is drawn off in semi-liquid 
form, and pumped into the paper roora^ 
where it is manufactured into thick sheetil 
of paper. 
Some of it is cast into vari- . 
ous forms, including little statuettes, ( 
which are sold by the Washington sta- 
tioners and fancy-slore keepers to visitors 
as mementos of the National Capital.— 
A^euf York 
Press. 


Bigr Finnish Families.

If it had been his 
own uamo the offender should clearly 
have beon placed "in tho lowest dun- 
goon beneath the castle moat," or even 
been decapitated and his head thrown 
to tho jackdaws; but, since it was the 
name of his "beloved object," romance 
must plead for him a littJe. 


It is dreadful, no doubt., when yon 
want to throw yourself back for half a 
dozen centuries and feel feudal, or 
(what 18 far easier) niediroval, to be 
confronted with a modern name, very 
ill carved and possibly ill spelt; but 
all women are heroines in their lovers' 
eyes, as "all soldiers are [in theory] 
gentlemen."

A Horse Dentist. 


At the quarters of the Salvage Corps j 
the other day Dr. Welles, 
a veterinary 
dentist, paid his annual visit. 
One by 
one the horses were brought out into the 
yard in the rear of the house and backed 
up aganst the fence. 
The doctor seized 
the first horse by the nose, got hold of 
the animars tongue and pulled it out as 
far as possible. 
He then examined the 
teeth with his 
fingers 
and 
ascertained 
what was to be done. 
He took from his 
i?rip a stick about a foot long, to which 
he attached a noose, which he twisted 
around the horse's nose, forcing him 
to 
open his mouth. 
Then the dentist took 
a long nickeled tubular instrument, to 
one end of which was attached a chisel, 
around which was a guard which rested 
on the horse's lower teeth. 
A rod 
was 
shoved through tho tube, causing 
the 
chisel to chip pieces off the teeth, 
thus 
making them one height. 
A long filo 
w&s then brought to play and the 
teeth 
sharpened. All the horses were examined 
and "treated in this way. 
From 
the 
mouth of each two small back teeth were 
pulled. 
These are termed ''wolf" teeth. 
They often cause considerable trouble to 
a horse, the pain from them at 
times 
being so intense as to make the 
animal 
unmanageable. 
Only one of the horses 
gave any trouble, and the dentist finished 
his work on the four in less than an hour 
and received 
for his work,—Ifeicark

Some Curiosities, 


Wednesday Mr. W. A. Himes, of 
this place, brought to our office two 
timothy stalks from his Mountpleas- 
ant farm, that measured 6 feet 4 inch- 
es in height. 
He also brought with 
him quite a number of wheat heads, 
of the Fultz variety, among them be- 
ing some that measured 
inches in 
length, well filled with good grains. 
Judging from these Mr. Himes will 
have an abundant crop of hay and 
grain. 


On the same day Mr. W. A Staub 
brought to our office several curious 
stalks of a now *'wheat" that is, he 
says, found in plenty in some wheat 
fields. 
The stalks and grains resem* 
ble wheat but the heads grow in a 
peculiar manner, having pods on each 
side of the stalk but two never grow 
opposite each other. The heads grow 
to a length of about a foot and con- 
tain from 60 to 60 grains, the grains 
being covered with a cha^ similar to 
that on wheat grains. We have a few 
specimens of this aew ''wheat" in our 
ofikse, where they can be seen at any 
time.

fires were drawn from the boilers at 
pumping wells. 


The producers had held mass meetings 
and denounced the action of the com- 
pany^ they had even attempted violence.

BEACHED ASHES. 


It is common to consider leached ashes 


of little or no value as fertilizers from 
±he fact that the potash has been ab- 
stracted. and therefore their use at the 
best can only be for their mechanical

-cultivated lands at all. "While is is true 
-that nearlv ail the potash has been taken 
-OUT, the lime aad the phosphoric acid 
rstill remain, and as ashes contain more 
lime than potash, it often occurs that 
leached ashes will on certain soils produce 
beneficial effects almost as marked as 
those of unleeched ashes on another neld. 
"This arises from the fact that the soil 
•on the neld on which they were used al- 
jreadv contained sufficient potash, but 
-was deficient ia lime aad phosphoric

"With the diggers that we now 


•use in harvestintr a crop of potatoes this 
jis not so much of a task as when the hoe 
-or fork T,v.3 depended upon. When it 
-can 
be avoided, potatoes should not be 


-dug when the soil is wet. 
Usually more 


«or less dirt will cling to the tubers. 
While in addirioa it -will usuaily require 
more time to dry them out thoroughly, 
It is not good economy to put away the 
.small potatoes, they are usually of more 
-value for hog feed than anytaing else. 
.and thev can be used now to a better ad- 
-ranrage thars at any tima later. 


At citing is the best tirae to select 


-ihe seed""aad medium-sized tubers from 
iheM'is produciag the largest number of 
rthese are best TO save for this purpose, 
^.md it will pay to selec; aad store by 
,therase!v;s .1 s'afiicienr qaaan ty to use for 
Ihis purpose. Let the potatoes get 
reasonably dry before putting away. Dig 
out a place about three or four feet wide 
and as Iocs as may be considered neces- 
-sary to hold the quantity desired to store. 
Put a gcocl layer of straw in the bottom 
rand the sides and then fill in the tubers, 
piling them up as carefully as possible, 
-cover with clean straw, and over this pile 
, 


the dirt, commencing at the bottom and 
-carrying the layer evenly oa all sides to 
ihe proper height. In a majority of 
-cases it will pay to apply a second layer 
.after the ground has frozen hard, or if 
-earth is not used, apply a good layer of 
.old straw or fodder. Dig a rrench along 
,on the outside with a good outlet, so as 
to provide good drainage. 


This will be the best and cheapest plan 


-of keeping potatoes vrhen they are to be 
kept until spring. TVhat is needed to be 
-used during the winter should, of course, 
be stored in the cellar, -where they can be 
Beached as needed. — Sew YorJs Witness.

STOniNG POTATOES.

SWEET nCICLES OF KIPE CrCUMBEKS. 


The ripe yellow cucumbers, many ol 
which are yearly left in the flelds after 
the few selected for seed are gathered, 
make an excellent sweet pickle, and de- 
licious chow-chow. 
A recipe for the 
latter was printed some time since in 
the Tribune. 
To make the sweet pickles, 
select ripe cucumbers, peel them lightly, 
cut them in lengthwise strips andremovq 
the seed. 
Lay them in a light brine, 
made by adding a cup of salt to a gallon 
of wateV. 
In twenty-four hours removí 
then\ from the brine, rinse them, put 
them in a sauce pan and cover them with 
viueixar. 
Cook the cucumbers in thia 
sweet pickle very slowly on the back ol 
stove till they are clear and transparent. 
Add whole cinnamom, cloves, a table- 
spoonful of cassia buds, a teaspoonful o| 
mace blades, and two ounces of groen 
ginger. 
Pour the pickle in a stone jar, 
cover lightly, and in two months' tim^ 
begin to use it. 
It may be used sooner, 
but it is better for the seasoning of time. 
Tliis piekle is especially delicious served 
with roast mutton. 
It lias the especial
